K hloe Kardashian just wanted 
to get her sweat on. But as she 
walked toward the Beverly 
Hills SoulCycle studio for her 
7 A.M. class August 12, something 
else got her blood pumping: the sight 
of ex-husband Lamar Odom.

at her out of nowhere,” says a Kar- 
dashian source. As Odom launched 
into a tirade — “He was rambling 
and didn’t make any sense,” adds 
an onlooker — Kardashian did her 
best to ignore him.
